Governor Walker and Commissioner Hoffbeck both recognize that Alaska still faces a $3.5 billion dollar 
budget imbalance and are ready to get to work and figure out how to fill the gap.  Of course this can only 
happen with the continued support of staff through the development and implementation of innovative and 
fiscally conservative ideas.   
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
